JUSTICE AND PAWN- 
BROKERS’ RISK, 


BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 
The risk which pawnbrokers take in accept- 


ing new goods was stressed by the Justice 
during the hearing of a case in which Mrs. 
Catherine Conway (29), of no business and 
no permanent address, was charged with 
obtaining eight suits of men’s clothing to the 
value of £30 from city traders by false 
pretences. Mr. E. H. Burne, © solicitor, 
appeared for the Pawnbrokers’ Association. 

After evidence had been given by Mr. 
Michael Duggan, draper, Arran quay, and 
Mr. Thomas Callan, Capel street, who alleged 
that they had been defrauded by the defen- 
dant, the manager of a pawn office in Parnell 
street was’ called, and said that he took in 
one of the suits in question in pledge and 
advanced the defendant the sum of £1 10s. on 
it. 

Another pawn office representative said that 
he took in a suit from the defendant and 
asked the usual questions. 

A third pawnbroker’s assistant said that he 
took in a suit from the defendant, whom he 
had known for about ten years. He asked 
her whether it was the property of her 
husband, and she replied in the affirmative. 
He was satisfied with her answers in general. 

Mr. Cussen—I am glad that you made the 
necessary inquiries, because [ have felt in 
recent times that this was not being done in 
many instances. As a matter of fact, the 
number of cases in which the necessary in- 
quiries were not pursued are beyond belief. 
[ have again and again pointed out that pawn- 
brokers take a grave risk in accepting new 
goods which may have been stolen, and once 
more I do so, adding that, unless there is an 
improvement, some of the offending pawn- 
brokers may find themselves charged with 
illegal possession. 

Detective Moran said that &ll the pawn- 
brokers involved in this case had given him 
every possible assistance. 

Mr. Cussen—The pawnbrokers always assist 
the police. It is themselves they are not 
assisting in taking in new and, possibly, 
stolen property without proper inquiry. 

The defendant said that she would plead 
guilty to all the charges. She was returned 
for trial in the Circuit Court, and allowed out 
on her husband’s bail of £10,

* Patrick J. Markey, . Assistant County 
Serveyor, County Meath, appealed against s 
sentence of fourteen days’ imprisonment 
recorded against him by Mr. Little in the 
District Court, following conviction on a 
charge of being drunk while in charge of 
a motor car on Inns quay, Dublin, on the 
night of September 12th. 

Guard Mines (68 D) said that lie had 
occasion to stop a ‘bus on Inns quay, and 
when it was , Sea to a standstill the 
car that was driven by the appellant crashed 
into it from behind. When questioned the 
appeHant staggered, and appeared to be 
under the influence of drink. 

Station-Sergeant Cotter told the Court 
that the appellant was evidently drunk when 
he strived’ at the Bridewell at 11.50 p.m. 
On the charge being read to him the 
appellant said, ‘‘ Rub ic out.” When witness 
decided to admit him to bail at 4.15 a.m. 
Mr. Markey was ‘‘so dead asleep ia the cell 
that he could not be wakened.” 

In reply to Mr. Noian-Whelan (instructed 
by Mr. C. J. Murray), for the appellant, 
the witness stated that no request was made 
to him to send for a doctor in order to test 
the man’s condition as to sobriety. 

The appellant, in evidence, stated that 
he had been driving a motor car for twelve 
years, and that there was only one previous 
complaint against him, when he was fined 
40s. for an error of judgment. On the 12th 
of September he and a friend named Cuinn 
were at the Pheonix Park Races.

The Judge said that it was clear that the 
appellant was guilty of gross negligence in 
the driving of his car along the quay. af 
he were satisfied that the appellant and his 
friend had told him the whole truth about 
what happened that day in Dublin, he might 
have considered the substitution of a fine 
for a sentence of imprisonment. Having 
regard to the manner in which the case had 
been met, he affirmed the sentence.

An appeal was listed on behalf of the de- 
fendants in the case of John McHugh, an 
employé of the Department of Posts and 
Telegraphs, residing at 38 Manor place, 
Dublin, against the Gordon Motor Services, 
Dublin, trom a verdict and judgment ir 
£1,550 in favour of the plaintiff in his action 
for damages for personal injuries. 

lt appeared that the plaintiff was : pas 
senger on one of the defendant company's 
‘buses, plying between Dublin and Athlone, 
on the 28th of last February, when, near Kil 
beggan, the “bus jolted while going round a 
corner, and plaintiff was thrown violently 
from his seat, and received serious injuries 
The defendants denied that there was anv 
negligence on the part of their driver. 

After consultation of counsel, a consent 
was reached, by which damages were reduced 
to £1,050, the parties to abide their own

These fears have, 
no doubt, been caused by the propaganda of 
well-disposed persons who, to secure reform, 
have possibly frightened producers into a 
state of mind that good miJk, instead of 
being a normal product, is ranked as an ideal 
to be attained by radical reorganisation, not 
only of methods and plant, but also of stock, 
Perhaps the simplest way to allay such fears 
is to mention the rules for clean milk pro- 
duction quoted by Dr. Grimes, our well-known 
authority of the Dairy Science Department, 
University College, Cork. These rules are :— 

The atmosphere of the byre must be kept 
as free from dust as possible. 

The cows’ coats should be groomed and 
kept as clean as practicable. 

The udders should be regularly cleaned with 
a damp cloth before milking 

Those engaged in milking should be clean 
in person and must wash their hands in 
clean water before milking each cow. 

The first milk drawn should be rejected. 

The utensils used in connection with milk 
should he properly steamed and dried. 

Small-topped pails should be used. 

As soon as possible after straining, the 
milk should be cooled to 60 degrees 
Fahrenheit or under, and kept in a 
place where it is not liable to he con 
taminated or to absorb foreign odours. 


NO EXPENSE INVOLVED. 

It mav be noted that all these desiderata 
involve virtually no expense. Ordinary obvious 
cleanliness, normally attractive for its own 
sake, is, after all, what is principally re- 
quired. 

Clean milk can be produced without any 
gréat expenditure on the construction or al- 
teration of bvres. 
ings determine its hygienic properties. It 
is possible with a little care to put upon the 
market milk which will remain sweet in the 
consumer's house, and save the expens. of a 
second delivery and the wastage entailed by 
gouring. 

The Milk Bill is designed to give effect to 
the reommeéndations of the Inter-Depart- 
mental Committee in so far as their recom- 
mendations involve legislation. 

The regulations under the new legislation 
gill in time not alone desl with the lighting, 
ventilation, cleansing, drainage and water 
supply of dairies, but will secure a more 
through supervision. inspection and examina- 
tion of dairy cows, the proper grooming of the 
animals, personal cleanliness of milkers and 
distributors, the cooling of milk, and its 
cnvevance and distribution in sterilised 
vessels and utensils. 


REGISTRATION OF DEALERS. 

To secure the ends in view a wider inter- 
pretation will be given to the terms “milk ”’ 
and “dairv”; the registration of all persons 
carrying on the trade of dairyman, in addi 
tion to the registration of premises. will be 
made mandatory, and local authorities are 
empowered to refuse registration or to remove 
a name from the register. 

It is further proposed to introduce a system 
of grading, to authorise the use of special 
desiynations. to define and control nasteurised 
milk, to prohibit the use of misleading terms, 
tnd to impose drastic penalties on the selling 
of dirty milk. 

The bacteriological examination of milk 
will he a guarantee to the purchaser of high 
quality in that commodity and a protection 
lo the honest vendor against unfair competi- 
hen 

Milk probably convevs a greater variety of 
infections than any other one foodstuff. It 
ls a medium for tha growth of bacteria, and 
bwine to its extensive distribution one lot of 
Infected milk included in a general consign- 
bu may cause a widespread outbreak of 
sense, 

It is provided thet milk shall not be sold 
for human consumption if derived from cows 
wffering from any of the following condi- 
tions—namely, tuberculosis of the udder or 
uterus, acute or chronic mastitis, actinomv- 
eosis of the udder. anthrax. foot-and-mouth 
disease, or any other eondition of the cow 
likely to convey disease. 


MUCH ALREADY DONE. 

Much has already been done to prevent the 
- niga of the acute specific fevers throu h 
the medium of milk, and the records of the 
Saorstat compare favourably now with those 
of other countries as regards milk-borne im- 
fection. The Inter-Departmental Committee 
hoted with satisfaction that in recent years 
Outbreaks connected with creameries have 
tomnletely disappeared, and that, unless in 
t few instances involving a small number 
of cases, the most searching investigations 
failed to connect the domestic milk supplies 
with. the spread of infection. This is 
especially satisfactory, in view of the un- 
anny experiences of other countries.

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There is no doubt that milk is responsible 
for a large amount of tuberculosis among 
children, a damage which is more insidious 
and less easily traced than that caused by 
the more spectacular outbreaks of epidemic 
disease, 

From the evidence given at the Inter- 
Departmental Inquiry it would appear that 
Irish stocks generally have a low percentage 
of infected animals when compared with 
other countries, and that many of our small 
herds may be entirely free. To attempt to 
eradicate all the reactors to the tuberculin 
test would be impracticable, and the cost 
would be prohibitive, but a thorough 
systematic physical examination of the herds 
should go a long way towards eliminating 
cows giving tnberculosis milk, or suffering 
from emaciation, or showing clinical signs 
of tuberculosis. 

The Bovine Tuberculosis Order of 1926 
provides Jocal authorities with full powers 
to slaughter animals so affected and to give 
compensation for them. During the year 
1930 cows numbering 1,962 were slaughtered 
in pursuance of the Order, and in the first 
eight months of the present year 1,297 were 
similarly dealt with. 

Dr. MecPoland, Limerick, said that in 
Limerick there were 112,000 dairy cattle in 
6.000 herds and 50 creameries. The 
difficulties experienced by the Medical Officer 
of Health in going out to talk with the 
owners of 112,000 cattle in such an extensive 
county were obvious. For that reason the 
owners should be educated to a sense of 
their responsibility, and to assist the 
M.O.H. by informing them where there were 
diseased animals. 

The widespread use of artificial foods 
which were inferior in food value to milk 
was resulting in injury to the health of the 
people. 

Tf Irish mothers realised the food value of 
milk and separated milk for children, the 
consumption of milk would be doubled. The 
use of milk as a food should be scientifically 
advertised. In parts of the conntry 
separated milk was regarded as food for 
stock only. It was, however, a magnificent 
body-builder for young children. Separated 
milk was extraordinarily cheap, and, 
perhaps, its use was not more common 
because it was hardly a commercial proposi- 
tion to market it as human food. 

Dr. Saunders, M.O.H., Cork, said that he 
regarded milk as the most important article 
of diet; but they were faced with the 
problem of having an ideal foodstuff which, 
however, was a possible carrier of disease. 
The Bill outlined by General Mulcahy was a 
very important measure, as it put in the 
hands of local enthorities powers to control 
the supply of milk. 

Farmers in the neighbourhood of large 
cities should form an organisation for the 
marketing of milk,

OPTIMISM AND CAUTION. 


There is a note of wary optimism in the 
British agricultural Press, just faintly 
sounded as yet, to which the Irish farmer 
should, we think, give but a very cautious 
ear. The fact that Britain 1s off the gold 
standard makes many of the farmers’ friends 
hope that an increased attention to home 
production will tend to an improved price 
position for home-grown farm produce; that 
foreign importers will be less anxious to ex- 
change their live stock or cereals or dairy 
produce for a pound worth, say, sixteen 
shillings, than they were for the same unit 
of price when it stood some 25 per cent. 
higher. Finally, there is an undisguised 
anticipation that the general election will be 
followed by tariffs, producing an increased 
price, primarily for English, and secondarily 
for Empire produce, including food. How 
far this softly sounded note of anticipation is 
about to be justified or the reverse it is im: 
possible to forecast. 


ducers would be unwise to build upon them. 
And this in spite of some alleviations in the 
agricultural situation: ¢.g., improved prices 
for butter, eggs, and potatoes, in some of 
which the improvement, though largely

Price Prospects in Agriculture. 


We have no intention of striking an 
alarmist note, but some other facts muat. be 
considered as a set off against this slightly 
improved outlook. 
not sold well. Milk yield is reduced 
beyond the seasonal crop, because of low 
aes root crops are unpromising; sugar 
eet acreage is reduced. But it is not only 
because harvesting conditions and market 
prices exhibit their usual ups and downs 
that we think farmers would be ill-advised 
to raise their hopes for the coming winter 
too high. The fact is that if the 
prices for produce, and with them 
the costs of living. rise in  dispro- 
portion to the ability of ‘the mass 
of the consumers in the British towns to pur- 
chase, there will be a shrinkage in demand 
which must bring about a corresponding fall. 
All who have given careful study to the 
recent world slump in agriculture agree that 
one- and probably the principal—cause which 
has made it universal is the fact that the 
purchasing power of the whole civilised worid 
has been depleted by the results of the world 
war. Population, are’ everywhere tightening 
their helts or reducing the aualitv of the” 
standards of living, and, wherever possible, 
substituting commodities of a cheaper kind 
for those to which they had become accus- 
tomed. Too high expenditure, it is alleged. 
has led various countries to the verge cf 
insolvency. A remedy will certainly be sought’ 
in the purchase only of necessurv commodi- 
ties, either of inferior quality or at the same 
price at which superior grades of produce 
have recently sold, 


When borrowing is an Economy. 


It may he that these salutary warnings 
will prove unnecessary, but even should that 
desirable condition occur farmers who have 
prepared themselves for lean times will not 
have cause to regret it. In Ireland, indeétd, 
the farmer is used to lean times, and may 
well ask how he can hope to subsist on less 
profit than farming produces for him ina 
normal year. We do not think he. will be 
called upon to do so. If he attends carefully 
enough to the economics of farming he should 
not need to make the sacrifice of personal or 
family economies. But to economise in farm- 
ing may, paradoxically, involve the spending 
of more money. If the farm wants draining 
or improvement, if the soil is impoverished 
and needs to be ‘‘fed’’ by more intensive 
manuring, if it demands more or better seed- 
ing, or more head of cattle to the acre. he 
may he called upon to choose between 
low profits (or none) and snending more 
monev then hitherto. And where is he fe 
get it? Wsnally he must borrow, and the 
sources of lending open to him are limited. 
If the loan required is relatively high—one 
or a few hundred pounds—his choice will 
probably lie hetween the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation and the joint stock hanks. In 
such a contingency he must first satisfy him- 
self that a loan at six or six and a half per 
cent. will pay him. He need not hesitate on 
the ground that these: public lenders are 
merely heing avaricious at his expense. They 
are business, not philanthropic, organisations, 
but their terms, like his own prices, are 
dictated mainly hy world conditions, But he 
must not tax himself by £12 or £13 a vear 
unless he sees a clear probability of getting 
this. and a little more, back hy improved 
farming on his £200 Jean. He may have to 
take a risk, but should never try an uncal- 
culated risk. , 


Farm Credits Must be Productive. 


if the accommodation he needs is but £50, 
or under, his sources for borrowing are even 
more restricted. He may cet a loan for live 
stock. or seeds, or manures, through a 
creamery, or throuch a credit society, but 
where neither functions he may he thrown 
back upon trading credits. We helieve there 
are considerable unexploited possibilities in 
Ireland for copying Germany, Northern 
Italy, Japan, even, and (latest to adopt the 
method) the United States in co-operative 
credit. To take the last-named country, con- 
siderable progress has been made in the last 
few years through the formation of credit 
unions. through which small depositors lend 
to small borrowers, but purely for productive 
purposes, Of course, neither this form of 
lending nor any. other is free from risk. 
Institutions of the kind need careful inspeg- 
tion, periodical andits, ricidly. administered 
regulations under Government approval But 
if the small farmer is not to he exploited hy 
others. he will have to adept, co-operative 
met hods. 
of the farm must be expanded to the utmost, 
and for this credit may be. needed. _ The 
belief that ‘‘ borrowing dulis of the edge of 
hushandry " was held hefore the uses of pro- 
ductive credit in farming were understood.

LAYING PULLETS AND SPRING 


CHICKENS. 
N OW that all pullets and laying flocks 


are fixed up in their winter quarters 
and have already begun serious work 
on the manufacture of that important 
article, the winter egg, the poultry keeper 
beams contentedly. ‘‘Something accom- 
plished, something done, has earned a night’s 
repose,’ as they said in the school books, 
or, rather, as Longfellow said of our friend 
the blacksmith. But, in poultry, as in every 
other business, it’s not the reposing but the 
““up and doing ” that can reckon on success. 
Winter eggs, of course, are indispensable 
to the commercial poultry keeper, or to any 
ane who seeks that little profit, which com- 
pensates for any loss. But, in intense con 
centration on this branch of the industry 
many people overlook other profitable 


‘lines’ in poultry. For instance, there ir

Prepare Now. 


Everyone has chickens to sell during the 
summer months, when prices received 
scarcely pey for cost of production 
Similarly, they have eggs when they are a 
drug on the market. But as table chicken» 
“are always scarce from February to May, it 
pays well to cater for buyers at that season 
Chickens hatched within the next month 
will, if properly managed, show a decent 
profit when sold in spring. Successive lots 
may be hatched during the winter. 

First choose your breed, which is al] im 
portant. If you have a laying flock of 
Leghorns, Wyandottes, or such, they are 
better managed as layers, since they will not 
make the best table birds. In this case a 
separate pen of birds suitable for flesh 
may be kept; Light Sussex, of course, will 
come first, but Rhode Island Reds, Rock. 
both Buff and Barred; Indian Game and 
Faverolles are all most suitable for table. 


Better results are usually got by a first cross ; 


of Indian Game and Faverolles or Sussex 
than from the pure game. 

Though, for hatching during the winter, 
hens are more reliable than artificial methods, 
it will be useless to depend on them alone, 
if one wants to make any success of the 
business. Naturally, broodies are very 
scarce at this season, and, secondly, without 
artificial methods, only a limited number 
of birds can be reared. It will be just as 
easy and more profitable to rear and fatten 
one flock of seventy or eighty chickens as 
to manage a few small flocks with hens, 
provided one has the necessary accommvc 
dation. - A good comfortable 
esscntial because ‘‘ intensive rearing ' 
inost successtul method.

Hatching and Rearing. 


The room in which the incumbator is "sed 
should be free from draughts, and should have 
an equitable temperature; the ideal room 
temperature for this purpose is 65 degrees F . 
and never lower than 35 F. The winter 
hatching temperature of the incubator is 103} 
to 104 F. No cooling is required, but tre 
eggs should be turned at least twice a day; 
some experts prefer three turnings. Wen 
using hens, a flannel cloth should be placed 
over the eggs to prevent them hilling, whe 
the bird is being fed. Only eggs of good 
size, having strong shells, should he used, and 
they should be as fresh as possible and never 
more than ten days old. 

When the chicks are hatching out have the 
hrooder ready at a temperature of 85 to 90 
degrees; when removing the birds from the 
incubator take them carefully in a covered 
box or basket so as to guard them from cold. 
They may be left in the brooder undisturbed 
for about 24 hours, as rest and heat are essen- 
tial. The brooder or hover, whichever is 
used, should be placed in a comfortable house 
having a good deep litter of chopped straw or 
other suitable material. If the house has a 
wire netting front it must be boarded up 
about 15 inches from the floor to give the 
necessary protection; a wooden shuttter or 
sliding glass shutters will be needed to pro- 
tect the open front at night and during driv- 
ing rains or storms; on fine days it may be 
left open. The chickens are easily trained 
in the beginning to run in and out of the 
hrooder or hover, spending the intervals in 
exercise about the house. 

if liked, the chickens may be kept in the 
same house all the time until fit for market ; 
or. if it is needed for further batches, thev 
may be transferred to fattening coops when 
about eight weeks old 


Management. 


Steady progress should be shown by the 
birds all the time from birth; good manage- 
ment and wholesome food will secure this 
For the first month or so a mixture of bran, 
middlings, finely-ground maize meal. Sussex 
ground oats and Alfalfa meal. is recommended 
as a wet mash. For grains, scattered in the 
litter, they may get finely-cracked wheat, 
canary seed, or chick seed mixtures. After 
a month the principal ingredient in the diet 
should be Sussex ground oats wet with milk. 
if available. It is best mixed about twelve 
hours before use; it is fed. in troughs about 
three times a day, the birds getting as much 
as they will eat. If milk cannot be obtained. 
use broth when possible, or water, to which 
some proportion of fat has been added in 
some shape. 

The. best demand is always for birds under 
three pounds weight; these then w'll be more 
profitable than the heavier birds, since it 
will not cost so much to feed them up te 
that standard. They mav he sold either dead 
or alive. It usually pays to kill, pluck and 
shape them, as there is generally a sub 
stantial difference between prices of live and 
dead table chickens, Poulterers in Dublin 
and other large cities are always glad to hear 
of suppliers who are prepared to contract for 
regular consignments of good-class table birds, 
especially for the spring chicken trade.

SYSTEMS OF SELLINC. 
FAT CATTLE. 


HE system by which fat cattle are at 
T — marketed in the British 
slands is undoubtedly in need of much 
reorganisation, which, when effected, should 
bring considerable benefit to producers. 
Towards this end the chief innovation re- 
quired is the establishment, near the most 
populous cities and towns, of large central 
slaughter-houses and cooling stores, to which 
erin. Cae supplies of fat cattle could be for- 
warded direct from the farms. This wil!, no 
doubt, come iff the future, but the general 
introduction of such a system cannot be 
hoped for in a short time. 


Effect a Saving. 

For several reasons such a change should 
ensure better returns for the farmer. Cattle 
could be sold on a grade and dead-weight 
basis—a method already introduced on a 
small scale in England. Fewer middlemen 
would be engaged in the trade, transport 


charges would be smaller, consequent upon. 


direct and shorter average journeys, and 
there would be less wastage in live-weight. 
But the chief means of saving would arise 
from the better use of the offals which is 
made at up to-date, fully-equipped abattoirs, 
as compared with private slaughter-houses, 
where it is not possible to utilise all the 
offals to the kest advantage. Meat produc- 
tion and distribution appear to be much better 
organised in. America, where it is statel that 
the wholesaler can afford to sell his meat at a 
less cost than he paid for it on the hoof, 


‘simply because of the good returns from the 


offals, every part of which is worked up into 
saleable products. 

British and Irish butchers, no doubt, find a 
fairly satisfactory market for most of the 
offal parts of fat beests, but it may be taken 
that this does not, in general, enhance the 
price paid to the farmer or dealer, which is 
based either on the live-weight or estimated 
carcase-weight of the animal. 


Live and Dead Weight. 

In Eng!and, fat cattle are more usually sold 
on a live-weight basis, but sometimes cattle 
from Ireland, and occasionally home-fed beasts 
as well, are sold ‘‘in sink,’’ on the basis 
of estimated carcase weight. The meaning of 
this trade term is that the seller “ sinks ” 
the value of the offals, ‘‘ throwing them in” 
to the butcher, whose price is calculated at so 
much per pound of saleable meat. 

It is a matter of passing interest to consider 
how this method of selling “in sink’’ works 
out. A detailed statement (furnished 
hy a country butcher to the Oxford 
Institute of Agricultural Economics) of the 
weights and values of the offals of an 11 cwt. 
fat beast supplies the necessary figures. The 
edible offals from the beast had a total 
weight of 120lb. and a retail value of £2 
2s. 6d. This money figure, however, repre- 
sents an average for the vear, since values 
vary with the season. Chief among the edible 
offals are:—Fat ard oil, 55lb., worth 12s.: 
liver, 11lb., worth 10s.; tongue, 7lb., worth 
5s 


Value of Offals. 

‘The non-edible offals had a weight of 
174lb., and a total value of £2 12s. 6d. Here 
the chief item is the hide (70lb.), which, 
assuming it is not injured by warble-fly 
punctures, is valued at £2 2s. 6d. Taking 
edible and non-edible products together, it 
is seen that the total weight is 294lb , with 
a worth to the butcher of £4 15s., or very 
approximately 4d. per Ib. 

Ignoring the “in sink’ basis oa which 
the butcher bought the beast, we will, for 
convenience sake, assume its cost represents 
56s. per live cwt. (£30 16s.), or 6d. per Ib., 
taking the whole. The carcase of this 11 cwt. 
beast, at the normal figure of 56 per cent. 
of live weight, will weigh 704Ib. If the 
credit value of the offals is not taken into 
account, the cost to the butcher of the car- 
case of saleable meat is 104d. per lb., but 
if this value is off-set, it reduces the carcase 
cost to 8id. per lb. Thus, the hide and 
edible‘ offals are worth rather more than 1$d. 
per Ib. of the carease weight. 

Butchers usually know their business, and 
favour the “in sink”? method of trading, 
for the ‘fifth quarter,’’ as the offals are 
sometimes described, represents, even now, a 
perenisite of no ineonsiderable valne. and 


swells the profits of the trade appreciably.

Grafalgar Day. 
October 21st this year was the 126th 


anniversary of the Battle of Trafalgar and 
the death of Nelson. A _ correspondent 
who possesses a copy of The Times of 
Thursday, November 7th, 1805, tells 
me that the issue contains Vice-Admiral 
Collingwood’s despatch, written on board 
the Euryalus on October 22, the date 
after the fight.

Major-General Henry H. 8. Knox will be 
appointed Colonel of the Northamptonshire 
Regiment in succession to General Sir Have- 
lock Hudson. 

Major-General Knox is a Dublin man, who 
was educated at St. Columba’s College, Rath- 
farnham, and served in the 5th Royal Irish 
Rifles, the old Royal South Down Militia, 
going from that unit into the Northampton- 
shire Regiment.

-PROTECTION OF BIRDS. 
> —_@—_—_——_- 


The Committee of the Irish Society for 
Protection of Birds learnt with regret, at} its 
meeting this week, that the Austrian Society 
for Protection of Animals, which did such 
noble work in saving the lives of many 
thousands of weather-beaten swallows by 
despatching them by aeroplane to Italy, has 
expended all its funds in this unprecedented 
effort. The Committee at once voted a sum 
of five pounds towards the relief of this 
deserving society. It is understood that other 
societies in this country, including the Dublin 
Kociety for Prevention of ‘ruelty to Animals, 
intend to participate in the same movement. 

The Committee, at the same meeting, 
passed by a unanimous vote its warm con- 
gratulations to the Ulster Society for Pro- 
tection of Birds on the successful passage 
through the Northern Parliament of the most 
drastic and thoroughgoing measure of bird 
protection that has yet heen made law in 
any European country. Much gratification 
was expressed by the Committee at the very 
large measure of sympathy and help that it 
has received from many sources in the estab- 
lifhment of the sanctuary for wild birds now 
set up on the North Bull. A vote of special 
thanks was passed to Bishop Plunket, the 
owner of the island, for the active and liberal 
support that he has given to the movement.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Speaking at the opening of a new 
school at Ballyhome, Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., 
M.P., is reported as having said ‘‘ that the 
committee appointed in pursuance of the 
Cabinet’s decision in July last, of which he 
that 
“so far only a Church of Ireland representa- 
tive had been appointed.” Mr. Robb’s state- 
ment is, I fear, calculated to cause mis- 
apprehension. Will you kindly allow me to 
state that no “' Church of Ireland representa- 
tive’’ has been appointed’ On the contrary, 
the committee specifically entrusted by the 
four Northern Diocesan Synods to deal with 
this matter has unanimously decided that in 
the circumstances no nomination for appoint- 
ment should be made. It is true that before 
the Synods’ committee had considered the 
matter or arrived at any decision his Grace 
the Lord Primate nominated Archdeacon 
Shirley, but his Grace in doing so was acting 
in a purely personal capacity. 

If Archdeacon Shirley, in disregard of the 
decision of the only body authorised by the 
Northern Synods to deal with the matter, has 
been acting as a ‘‘representative of the 
Church of Ireland,’’ as would appear to be 
implied in Mr. Robb’s statement, then it 
cannot be made too clear that his claim to be 
so regarded is quite unwarranted, and any 
advice or expression of opinion he may tender 
to Mr. Robb and the officials of the Ministry 
in reference to the Training College is with- 
out the authority of the Church of Ireland as 
at present constituted. 

Mr. Robb regrets that no representatives of 
the Presbyterian or Methodist Churches have 
been nominated. When the Northern Govern- 
ment puts forward proposals that can be 
approved by the Protestant Churches, which 
in this matter are acting as one, Mr, Robb 
can rest assured that there will be no lack 
of co-operation between the Churches con- 
cerned.—Yours, etc.,

MOTHERS IN NEED. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—May I plead the cause, in your 
columns, ot the most helpless and, perhaps, 
the most precious part of the community— 
the born and unborn infants, with their 
nursing and their expectant mothers? All in 
actual touch with the poor of Dublin to-day, 
in their silent struggle with starvation, will 
own that there is no more tragic figure to be 
found than that atient, seli-forgetful 
woman, trying to divide the little food there 
is to the best advantage, knowing well what 
the lack of it may mean to herself and the 
babe she is carrying. Here is the case of 
C. P., wife and five children, who used to 
get a 15s. food order, but about Easter this 
was cut down to 10s., as the man managed 
to earn a few shillings minding motor cars 
at race meetings. It was increased in May 
to 12s. 6d. on the birth of a child. In 
September this family of seven persons was 
left to exist on 12s. 6d.—no wonder three 
children had to go to school without break- 
fast on the 16th of that month. Another 
family, C. F., wife and child. was receiving 
7s. 6d. a week until the mother went ‘into 
the Coombe Hospital, when it was stopped on 
the 4th September, and was refused when 
she came out until strong representations 
were made on her behalf. The child died 
shortly afterwards. 

These facts are of common occurrence. 
although we are supposed to be a civilised 
community. It is, of course, the prevailing 
starvation that has made the matter urgent. 
The St. John Ambulance Brigade has 
organised special dining-rooms to meet this 
need—one for the North, one for the South, 
one for Inchicore (Keogh Barracks)—and 
quite lately Mr. James Larkin has handed 
over to the Brigade a room specially pre- 
pared for their work at Unity Hall, Marl 
borough street, a centre where it is badly 
needed. Besides these, special dinners for 
these mothers are provided at the Gordon 
faby Club, in the Coombe, and the Slainte 
baby Club, Blackhall street. This is as it 
should be, as far as it goes; but matters 
cannot be left as they stand to-day. 

If it is right and necessary that the State 
should assume responsibility for the aged— 
and who doubts it ’—is it not still more im- 
portant that these necessitous mothers and 
their children should be assured, beyond the 
shadow of a doubt, of care and nourishment in 
their need’? The City of Dublin Child Wel- 
fare Centre, with its devoted workers, is 
doing splendid work—it deals with over 
8.000 mothers annually—but there are poor 
needing its help who do not even know of 
its existence. What seems to he necessary 
is that every expectant mother should be 
registered as a matter of course, that she 
should be required to attend the pre-natal 
clinic of one of the maternity hospitals, and 
that she should receive the food. clothing 
and instruction necessary to enable her to 
do her best for her habe. To leave so great 
an issue to chance, as it is left among our 
poor to-day, is simply a remnant of 
barbarism. 

Until the State takes over full responsi- 
bility for the care of these little ones and 
their necessitons mothers, for this six 
months, the necessary expenses for that 
period might be divided between the local 
Foor Law board and the State. The project 
should prove an economy in the end, as all 
health charges have to be met from the 
rates, and the present neglect of our mothers 
and children is an unfailing source of ill- 
health.—Yours, etc.,

Moliére for having given to it such magni 
creators of laughter. Tartuffe must be 
regarded as the progenitor of the platoons 
of impostors which have passed through the 
theatre of Europe in the two and a half 
centuries since Moliére gave: him to an 
astonished Paris; and Scapin may still be 
found persistent in his roguish tricks in such 
a play as Benevente’s ‘‘ Bonds of Interest.” 
These impostors<@imd cheats are familiar, but 
the ‘“‘ soubrettes’” to whom Moliére deputed 
so much of his humour are not so well known. 

It was, therefore, a happy thought that 
inspired Mme. Dussane, the eminent 
member of the company at the Comédie 
Francaise, who is on a visit to Dublin, to 
deal especially with those 
Soubrettes,” who make so much of the 
laughter in the French classical comedy. A 
distinguished audience assembled yesterday 
afternoon at the Abbey Theatre to hear the 
accomplished Sociétaire de la Comédie 
Francaise give a lecture-recital entitled 
“Le Rire de la Comédie Classique,’ and for 
more than two hours Mme. Dussane held 
that audience enthralled with such acting as 
is seldom seen in Dublin. Probably that 
section of the audieice which will secure 
the greatest value from a superb display of 
histrionic art are the pupils from Dublin 
schools, who occupied the gréater part of the 
balcony.

The Bishop Suffragan of Burnley, Dr. 
Henry Henn, died last night at his 
residence at Burnley. 

Dr. Henn was born on October 8th, 1858. 
at Greystones, Co. Wicklow, and was the 
son of Dr. Thomas Rice Henn, K.C., 
Recorder of Galway. His mother was the 
daughter of the Right Hon. Francis Black- 
burne, Lord Chancellor of Ireland. 

The ancestral home was at Paradise 

Co. Clare, held by the family for 241 years, 
and in each generation for 200 vears a 
member of it held high judicial office. 
_ He was elected Fellow of Trinity Hall 
in 1881, afterwards entered Lincoln’s Inn 
and passed law examinations, but was not 
called to the Bar. 

Dr. Henn was invited to Lancashire bv 
Bishop Fraser and ordained to the curacy 
of Preston Parish Church. He returned 
to Cambridge as Dean of Trinity Hall, of 
which he remained a Fellow. He was 
Bursar of the College for five years and 
subsequently Trinity Lecturer. In 1902 
he was appointed by Bishop Moorhouse

“use in the home, together with the high cost 


of coal and other fuels had durmg the past 
number of years, focussed public attention 
upon the possibilities of water power - 
went, especially on the Continent of EKurepe 
and Amenica, where there weve large water 
rowers yet undeveloped, and also in their 
own islands where there were numerous water 
powers also undeveloped. 

Most of them were familiar with the har- 
nessing of the River Shannon during the past 
few years, where plant in 
capable of generating 90,000 h.p. on a fall of 
100 feet. This plant mainly consisted of 
three vertical shaft water turbines each of 
30,000 h.p., coupled direct to vertical shaft 
alternators. The power house had been de- 
signed for a further three turbines of 30,000 
h.p. each. 

Water miils were introduced at Rome about 
seventy years B.C., and were first erected on 
the Raver Tiber. Their construction was de- 
seribed as similar im princaple to the Egypiian 
Tympanum. At one period im the City of 
‘yalway there were forty-two water wheels in 


use. 
THE WATER TURBINE. 

The development of the water turbine 
began about the middie of the nineteenth 
century. and resulted in its completely super- 
seding the overshot wheel, the latter, while 
eficient, being of relatively large diameter. 
slow of speed and limited in head, usually 
from ten to forty feet, this limit being im- 
nosed by the size of the wheels which could 
be consiructed, though water wheels of much 
larger diameter had been comstructed, such 
as the wheel at Laxey. Isle of Man. seventy 
feet in diameter, used for mine drainage. 
also one at Darklevy, in County Armagh, 
which, if he remembered right, was sixty 
feet. in diameter. The period between the 
middle and ihe eud of the nineteenth century 
saw the develooment of the water turbine. 

Delfast engineers contributed their quota 
ia the development of the water turbine. 
Professor Thompson, about the year 1850, 
designed what became known as_ the 
“ Thompson turbine,’’ and was of the out- 
ward flow type. the water entering parallel 
with the axis of the wheel, and being dis- 
charged at a tangent from the periphery of 
the wheel. This turbine was manufactured 
only in the vertical shaft type by Messrs. 
McAdam Brothers, Scho Foundry, Townsend 
street, Belfast. and were insialled by them in 
various parts of the world. Numbers of these 
wheels are still existent. Their efficiency, 
however, -was wot higher than a properly 
designed overshot water wheel, their principal 
advantage being that a higher spindle speed 
was available than was possible from a water 
wheel on an equal head or fall.

LISTENER. 


VALUE OF MUSICAL 
EXAMINATIONS. 


lantern 


APTAIN C. J. BRENNAN, Mus.Bac., 
& F.R.C.O., presided yesterday at a 

meeting of the Belfast Centre of the 
Guildhall School of Music, when the prizes 
were presented by the Countess of Clan- 
william. For the first time the gold and 
silver medals in the diploma elocution examl- 
nation have come to Ireland. The winners 
of these were Miss A. Fahy, Belfast (g 4 
medal), and Miss Kathleen M. Allan, Lisburn 
(silver medal), both of whom passed with 
honours. 

The Chairman said that many people 
thought impolite things about examinations, 
especially when they did not succeed in 
passing. No doubt, 
examinations were 
not the most perfect 
method of ascertain- 
ing the efficiency, 
knowledge and pro- 
mise of students, but 
up till the present no 
other way had been 
evolved, and until it 
had they must be 
content to recognise 
the examinations as 
being the best way of 
finding out whether a 
student had reached a 
more or less definite 
standard of attain 
ment. 

They had a long list of those who had 
reached various standards of attainments. 
Such examinations as those provided an 1in- 
centive to work and to receive the benefit 
of expert opinion and advice. Even those 
who failed to pass had had by no means 
wasted their time in following the course of 
study laid down. A great many people said 
they failed through nervousness. t was. 
however, obvious that anyone going in for a 
public performance must overcome that 
nervousness. 

EDUCATED LISTENERS. 

Fortunately only a small percentage of 
students entered the profession; but what 
about the others? They were prepared to 
be at least ‘educated listeners, which was 8 
very important thing, as they could get ten 
times the pleasure listening to artists than 
was possible to those who were not educated. 
There was a gteat deal in being able @ 
listen with the intellect and not merely with 
emotions.

Britain’s Choice. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, in his broadcast 
address last night, deplored the absence of 
a “‘ reverse ’’ wireless which “ could present 
the essential message from the composite 
mind of the people.” He presented it 
himself, however, when he claimed that the 
nation’s answer to the leaders of the 
National Government parties would be: 
““ Keep your own political convictions, but 
do not press them at this moment to the 
point which would cause divisions between 
you.” Next Tuesday the British electorate 
will record its verdict, and there is reason 
‘to believe that the constituencies are appre- 
ciating the real issue before them. On 
this occasion one strategical issue alone 
requires to be settled—is Britain willing 
to make the necessary sacrifices to restore 
her shaken credit and to build up her 
trade? Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, Mr. 
Baldwin, Sir John Simon and Sir Herbert 
Samuel have declared their determination 
to work as one man to this end, if the 
people will give them a mandate. “I 
shall rule out nothing,” said Mr. 
Macdonald at Seaham Harbour; and Mr. 
Baldwin at Leeds promised to pay proper 
deference to the views of those colleagues 
who were nervous about tariffs. Mr. 
Baldwin added that he would like to see the 
delicate tariff problem removed from the 
care of politicians to the more expert con- 
trol of a permanent, non-political com- 
mission. | 

The Opposition parties—the Socialist 
caucus under Mr. Arthur Henderson and 
the diehard Liberals who cling to Mr. 
Lloyd George—seem to have no con- 
structive policy. They cast at Mr. 
Macdonald, Mr. Snowden and Mr. Thomas 
the reproaches which Browning launched 
at Wordsworth in “ The Lost Leader.” 
Browning is said to have apologised sub- 
sequently to Wordsworth. Will Mr. 
Henderson and Mr. Graham apologise to 
Mr.. Macdonald and Mr. Snowden, ad- 
mitting that themselves, and not the men 
who shouldered the responsibility in an 
hour of crisis, left ‘‘one task more de- 
clined, one more footpath untrod?’’ At 
present Mr. Graham shows no such signs 
of repentance. On the contrary, he has 
accused the Prime Minister and Mr. 
Snowden of consent to the cut in the un- 
employment pay and to the imposition of 
tariffs, while the Socialist caucus 
virtuously turned its back upon these 
necessary measures. This charge brought 
a statement from Mr. Snowden last night, 
in which he shows beyond any doubt that 
Mr. Graham led the plea for tariffs in 
the Cabinet Councils and was an assenting 
member of the Cabinet Economy Com- 
mittee which recommended the cuts. The 
further charge that Mr. Macdonald and 
Mr. Snowden were sacrificing the workless 
at the behest of the New York National 
Reserve banks is revealed as a cheap 
attempt to discredit the banking system ; 
for, in fact, the only stipulation which 
the New York banks made before they 
granted a loan was that Britain must 
balance her Budget. 

Mr. Lloyd George’s undying belief in 
‘free trade '” will make little appeal to 
those who have suffered its effects during 
the last ten years, whatever benefits it 
may have conferred upon their forebears 
in the past. Between such choices there 
ought to be little hesitation; indeed, a 
review of the constituencies and the 
“majority” quotations on the Stock 
Exchange indicate a satisfactory condi- 
tion of intelligence among the voters. 
Prophetic estimates vary somewhat, but 
it is held in several quarters that the 
representatives of the National Govern- 
ment are assured of three hundred seats, 
while one hundred and fifty must remain 
with the Opposition. One hundred and 
sixty-five, therefore, remain in the 
balance, and at least a hundred of these 
seats can be secured for the National 
Government if every responsible citizen 
will go to the poll. It is unfortunate, 
perhaps, that confidence at the moment 
is so high; for any slackening of effort 
might cause an unexpected reverse. The 
mass of the people will vote largely accord-

Every moment must be used to press home 
the initial advantage in order that no alarm- 
ing canard at the last moment may cause 
its faith in the Government to falter.

It is designed to benefit simultaneously 


the two staple industries: of Northern 
Ireland—linen production and shipbuild- 
ing—and it is of a most enticing simplicity. 
The facts and the project are, briefly, as 
-follows. Withiri a few weeks the-devalua- 
tion of sterling has brought a noticeable 
quickening of business in the linen in- 


dustry, and the possibility of a British} 
tariff on imported textiles inspires the 


hope of a lasting renaissance of Ulster 


linen. Manufacturers foresee that 1932 


will bring them a spate of orders, and they 
wish to ensure large supplies of flax—the 
raw material of liner—against the 
happy day. Most of their demands 
before the War were satisfied by 
Russia, who still furnishes them with 
a certain amount of flax; Russia, 
therefore, is the manifest source of an in- 
creased supply. Now it chances that 
Russia wants ships, and finds considerable 
difficulty in obtaining them, because she 
is an unsatisfactory debtor, and very few 
nations are disposed to allow her credit 
when she cannot pay in cash. Belfast, on 
the other hand, has excellent shipyards, 
which are lying idle for want of commis- 
sions. Accordingly, the following device 
may be put into practice, if the Govern- 
ment, the linen manufacturers and the 
shipbuilding interests of Northern Ireland 
approve, and the Soviet Government gives 
its consent. The Northern Government 
will lend its help to establish a central 
organisation, whose function will be to 
supervise the buying of flax from foreign 
countries—in essence, from Soviet Russia. 
Russia thereupon will despatch constant 
supplies of flax to Northern Ireland. She 
will not receive direct payment for them ; 
instead, the purchasers will hand over the 
price to the central organisation, which, 
when sufficient money has accumulated, 
will order a ship for Russia from one of 
the Belfast yards. Thus no money will 
pass between Ireland and Russia, and 
there will be no question of international 
credits or of Russia’s trustworthiness. 
Supporters of the project plead that it 
will satisfy all parties. The linen interests 
will have a guaranteed supply of flax, free 
from any complications due to the foreign 
exchanges and from any juggling with the 
price by continental speculators. The 
shipbuilding interests will receive the 
orders which they need so badly, and 
Russia will get her ships. The process is 
modelled on the very similar arrangement 
which France and Russia have worked out 
recently. Doubtless, Belfast will watch 
how that concordat progresses before she 
does any trafficking with Russia on her 


own account. 


Examinations. 


In France it is possible to pass an 
examination too well. Some months ago 
hundreds of candidates for a civil service 
examination scored full marks—an inci- 
dent so astonishing that the authorities 
made strict inquiry. They discovered that 
the same examination had been held at the 
same hour on the same day in a French 
colony, and that an ingenious rcgue in the 
colony, taking advantage vf the difference 
between eastern and western time, had 
telegraphed the questions to Paris, where 
candidates (who had paid heavily for the 
privilege) received them before they 
entered the hall. Now a professor’s son at 
the University of Rennes hrs been charged 
with the sale of knowledge prematurely. 
Here again the examiners’ suspicions were 
aroused by the unnatural proficiency of the 
bulk of candidates for the Baccalauréat, 
and the professor’s son was arrested. It 
is alleged that he took copies of the papers 
from his father’s study, and sold them for 
£24 apiece to several candidates, who 
resold them by auction, with the result 
that more than four-fifths of the students 
gained high marks. In both cases vaulting 
ambition seems to have o’erleaped itself; 
for, if most of the candidates had been 
content to be moderately successful, the 
examiners might not have smelled a rat. 
Although examination is the main door to 
advancement in Ireland, the system here 
has produced no scandal of any magnitude 
—a tribute to the vigilance of examiners 
or to the honesty of examinees, or to both. 
At least one case of personation has been 
detected, and there is a legend that once a 
student obtained foreknowledge through 
the affection of a female member of his 
examiner’s household; but, on the whole, 
the Irish examination system, whether in 
universities or in the civil service, is 
credited justly with a cast-iron rectitude. 
Considering the issues which hang some- 
times on the results of important examina- 
tions, we feel that the theme has been 
neglected by writers of detective fiction. 
In expert hands ‘‘ The Stolen Examination 
Paper ” and “ The Kidnapped Senior 
Fellow ” might become “ best sellers.’’ 


The Dairy Show. 


The fifty-third annual Dairy Show is 
now open at the Agricultural Hall, Isling- 
ton. Perhaps, the chief benefit which 
these shows have conferred upon the 
public is the vast improvement achieved 
in the quantity and quality of milk. A 
generation ago only the most remarkable 
dairy cow yielded more than about five 
gallons of milk in twenty-four hours, but 
now niné gallons are not unusual. More 
important, however, is the greater degree 
of purity that has been accomplished, and 
it is largely to this fact that we owe 
the marked decrease of tuberculosis during 
recent years. In this regard it is note- 
worthy that a new feature of the show 
this year is the better accommodation 
afforded to the display of dairy and 
creamery equipment, such as pasteurising 
plants. Special attention is being de- 
voted by the medical authorities to-day to 
Grade A tuberculin tested milk, and 
among the exhibits are several cows from 
tuberculin tested herds. Ireland is well 
represented, and much ingenuity has been 
manifested to ensure that the Free State's 
trade exhibits shall receive due attention.

It is pointed out 
that the United States has always limited 
its demands by the supposed ability to 
pay, and it is understood that this “ yard- 
stick ” will be used by President Hoover 
in his talks with M. Laval.

At the samo 
time, it is curious that an economist Jike 
Mr. William Graham should state in 
definite terms that the price of foodstyt, 
will rise with the coming into power of , 
National Government, as the result of jt, 
efforts to stabilise the pound and to rectify, 
our adverse trade balance. It is significans 
that, with the pound as it is, Danish baeon 
of the best quality is being offered in the 
provision shops at ninepence a pound, or 
much less than it cost when the Labonr 
Government was in office. 


Mr. Lloyd George. 


In political circles the position of Mr. 
Lloyd George is regarded with much sm. 
prise, as it becomes more and more 
apparent that he is casting in his lot with 
the Labour Party, lending force to the ides 
that he hopes to gain its leadership at no 
distant date. That he may be able to im. 
pose himself upon a section of that party 
few people doubt, but it would be only 
after a great split, which probably would 
wreck the party for some considerable 
tine. Adversity makes strange bed. 
fellows, but it is difficult to imagine Mr. 
Lioyvd George, Mr. Henderson and Mr. 
Maxton sharing the same political four. 
poster. Much will depend upon the 
strength of Mr. Lloyd George's following 
in the new Parliament. At the moment it 
does not appear likely to be large, and may 
not exceed a dozen. This result would mean 
political ineffectiveness, and would induee 
the Liberal leader to cast his net in the 
troubled waters of Socialism in the hope 
of catching a bigger fish. 


The Problem of Manchuria. 


Hopes were high in diplomatic quarters 
to-day that the negotiations now in pro 
gress concerning the position of Japan and 
China in Manchuria would result in a 
satisfactory arrangement. A more cop- 
ciliatory outlook is indicated by forth. 
coming changes in the Japanese and 
Chinese Cabinets, whereby the more 
militant sections will be subordinated to 
moderate influences. It is appreciated in 
the diplomatic world that, if a war once 
began in Manchuria, other countries 
quickly might be drawn into it—partirv- 
larly Russia, where nervousness has been 
pronounced during the past few days. A 
settlement has not yet been reached om 
several vexed questions, but, if al! goes 
well during the next few days, danger 
of an outbreak of war may be averted. 


Foreign Foodstuffs. 


Enormous quantities of fruit and 
vegetables are being poured into this 
country just now, not only because ther 
are seasonable, but because the foreign 
exporter fears that our gates will soon be 
closed to him. Very fine hothouse grapes 
from Holland are being sold in the shops 
at ninepence a pound and muscats at one 
shilling. Hothouse grapes grown at home 
have little chance against such competi- 
tion. An indication of the great increase 's 
shown by the figures, compared with those 
of last year. For the month of September 
imports of onions have increased br 
300,000 bushels, of apples by 400,00 


‘ hundredweight, of potatoes by 700,00 


hundredweight, of plums, greengages and 
damsons by 115,000 hundredweight, and o! 
pears by 50 per cent. Magnificent pears 
can be bought in the street for one penny 
apiece. British fruit-growers have Deen 
unable to find a market for much of thair 
produce this year in consequence of the 
fierce foreign competition.

APPLICATION OF PLAN. 


i is well known that Soviet Russia was 

nthe market a short time ago for new 
ips, and probably would have acquired 
tom, but was unable to come to terms 
sith Belfast or other shipbuilders owing 
ip the fact that they had not the cash 
mailable and desired long terms of credit. 
The Belfast linen industry uses annually 
ire supplies of Russian flax, which is of 
4 quality more suitable than either 
Belgian or Irish flax for certain classes of 
marse coods and for mixing with the finer 
val fax. Before the War it was estimated 
that nearly three-quarters of the total flax 
used in the Irish and Scotch linen in- 
dustry came from Russia, and the balance 
of one-quarter was made up of Irish and 
Belgian flax for the finer qualities of linen. 
Now much of this coarse flax is supplied 
from the Baltic provinces, which formerly 
belonged to Russia, but large quantities 
are supplied also by Soviet Russia. 

With the improvement in the Northern 
linen trade, following the devaluation of 
sterling and the prospect of a tariff upon 
linen goods in Great Britain, there is a 
posibilitr that more flax will be required 
than at any time during the past six or 
sien vears, 


THIRTY THOUSAND TONS 
A YEAR. 


lt is officially stated that the total flax 
wrage in Northern’ Ireland is 7,440, 
rich will supply a very small portion 
what is required. It is believed that 
tween 30.000 and 40,000 tons of flax 
wll be needed at least to meet the require- 
ments of the linen industry this year. 

Assuming that only 20,000 tons of this 
mount was purchased from Russia by a 
Fax Supply Board at the ruling average 
price of about £45 per ton, it would 
molve an expenditure in one year of 
£000. Those in favour of the plan 
wggest that. gradually as flax is purchased 
it the ruling prices, credits to that 


amount should be established with a 
central authority, which would pay for 
the building of the new ships which 
Russia so much requires. The scheme 
might be widened to embrace other raw 
materials, including timber, two cargoes 
of which are at present being discharged 
at Belfast from Archangel. 

Belfast shipbuilding has never been so 
depressed as it is at present. Only two 
ships are under construction on the build 
ing berths and one other was recently 
ordered, which is only about one-seventh 
of the output capacity of the vards. 
Belfast is not alone in this respect ; for 
other shipbuilding centres are also greatly 
depressed. Lloyd’s Register of Shipping, 
recently issued, emphasises the marked 
shrinkage of orders for new ships, 
especially in Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland—a reduction of over 1,500,000 
tons as compared with the previous twelve 
months. 


SHIPBUILDER APPROVES, 


A director of one of the Belfast ship- 
building firms with whom I discussed the 
suggested plan gave it his approval, “I 
think it is quite feasible,’’ he said, “with 
co-operation between the Northern Govern- 
ment, the linen industry and the ship- 
building industry, to arrive at a plan on 
these lines that would be of great assist- 
ance to shipbuilding in the port and lead 
to increased employment. The whole 
subject,” he added, “is one that deserves 
prompt and close investigation on the part 
of the Government and the interests con- 
cerned.’’ 


LINEN TRADE VIEW. 


A leader of the linen industry with 
whom I also discussed the matter de 
clared that for some time there had been 
under consideration suggestions for estab- 
lishing a central flax buying organisa- 
tion, particularly for dealing with 
Russian flax. It is wel] known that the 
Soviet Government undertakes the selling 
of their flax, he said, but there are 
many speculators on the Continent who 
had an influence upon the price and the 
conditions of sale. He thought a barter 
arrangement like that suggested might he 
reached, if the Soviet Government ap- 
proved, but it would require to be sur- 
rounded with certain safeguards. Por 
instance, any ships built must comply 
with certain Board of Trade standards.

ADVICE TO DUBLIN 
OWNERS. 


BAG-SNATCHERS WHO 
COMMANDEER CARS. 


———+ 


HE police are taking a serious view of 
3 the present epidemic of car-stealing 
from Dublin parking places, and be- 
lieve that the taking of cars Íor short periods, 
and afterwards abandoning them, is not alto- 
gether unconnected with the number of bag- 
snatching offences which have taken place in 
the suburbs of the city recently, Inspector 
Hurley, chief of the Traffic Department of the 
Metropolitan Division of the Civic Guards, 


— 


In almost every case in which a bag has 
been snatched a car has drawn vp alongside 
the victim. and a man has alighted and asked 
for direction to some place or district. and 


bag is snatched, and the thief jumps into the 
car and disappears. The Guards have found 
that the descrintions of the cars which the 
thieves vse and the times of the offences co- 
incide with the times during which cars have 
been stolen from parking places. An exami- 
nation of the quantity of petrol in the tanks 
has also revealed the fact that the cars have 
only been used to cover a short distance. 

Insnectoc Hurley has warned all parking 
attendants and Civic Guards to exercise parti- 
cular vigilance, and has placed special plain 
clothes men on dutv in the vicinity of car 
parks and theatres. Be considers. however. that 
greater care should be taken by persons 
leaving their cars unattended, and pre- 
cautionary measures, such as locking doors 
and turning off the petrol supply, will act 
as a deterrent. It is unlikely, he says, that 
anv thief who finds that a car will not start 
readily will waste anv time over it, and will 
abandon his enterprise. Drivers should also 
make a point of personally informing 
attendants at parking places that they intend 
io leave their cars on the park for a certain 
lencth of time. This will. in the Inspector's 
opinion, enable the attendant to recognise 
the driver when he returns, and to apprehend 
anvone who may endeavour to remove the 
car in the absence of its owner.

It is recognised throughout the Dominions 
that the result of this decision will hardly 
be less important for them than it is for 
us. 


NEED FOR CO-OPERATION.

Applications for the transfer of cases

CAPTAIN SAL.

N contrast with the tense and excited 
debates of last week, it was a tame and 
uninteresting Dail which met at Leinster 
House yesterday. The public galleries 
were almost deserted, and after the usual 
interrogations of Ministers members dis- 
appeared from the benches, and, for the 
most part, left the Ministers in charge to 
debate the question of the moment with 
the comparatively few deputies on either 
side who showed any interest. So 
was the attendance at one time that one of 
the Opposition deputies called for a 
count.” This brought in a number of 
deputies, but generally the attendance was 
poor throughout the sitting. 
As it turned out, the business arranged 
for the day was not of a type which lends 
itself to spectacular debate. 


MONEY FOR THE ARMY. 


There was a certain amount of interest 
when Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, 
moved for leave to introduce a supple- 
mentary vote for the Army. Here was 
something which would indicate to what 
extent the Army would be used in carrying 
out the new Safety Bill; but, un- 
fortunately, the estimate was not avail- 
able, and thére was no indication of the 
amount of money which would be required. 
Mr. Blythe simply said, “ I move,” and 
Mr. de Valera responded with, “I 
oppose,’’ adding that, if the Government 
had money to spend, they could find other 
better ways of spending it than on the 
Army On a vote the motion was per- 
mitted by 56 votes to 46. 

When the further stage of the estimate 
comes up to-day, or later on, it may be 
expected that it will lead to quite a lively 
controversy. 


THE PRUMM BATTERY. 


During questions an attempt was made 
to “draw ” Mr. McGilligan with regard 
to the Drumm battery. Mr. Briscoe 
(F.F.) wanted to know whether the 
Minister stil] retained his confidence in 
the invention, and, if so, what was the 
eause of the delay in running the experi- 
mental train. Mr. McGilligan repeated 
that the claims made for the battery were 
heing confirmed by experience and were 
not affected by the slow delivery of parts 
and equipment for the coaches in which 
it was intended to be used. He declined 
to be involved in any controversy on the 
subject. 


FRANCE AND THE FREE 
STATE. 


Mr. Mulcahy, having moved to set up 
the necessary machinery in the Dail in 
connection with the coming Senate elec- 
tions, the House proceeded to the dis- 
cussion, on the motion of Mr. McGilligan, 
of the recently-signed treaty of commerce 
between the Irish Free State and France. 
After some remarks by Deputy Lemass, in 
the course of which he suggested that steps 
should be taken to deal with the 
operations of French trawlers in Irish 
territorial waters, the motion was passed 
without a division. 


MINES AND MINERALS. 


From this the House passed to the 
second reading of the ‘Mines and Minerals 


Bill—a very comprehensive measure in- 
tended, among other things, to set up a 
special Board to investigate and organise 
the country’s resources of minerals. The 
Board would deal with representations 
made to it and advise the Ministry on 
such matters. It would have no judicial 
functions. The bill will give facilities to 
prospectors ¢end other persons who desire 
to exploit mineral deposits, and provides 
for compensation to landowners whose 
land is required for this purpose. 

The bill was given a- second reading 
without a division. 

A bill to make compulsory the slaughter 
of animals by the use of the humane killer 
was defeated on a non-party vote by 57 
to 47. It was moved for second reading 
by Deputy Fahy (F.F.), who claimed that 
it had support from both the Cumann na 
nGaedheal and Labour Parties. Mr. 
McGilligan. however, turned it down on 
the grounds of the difficulty of super- 
vision, as well as the expense which it 
would «involve.

i Macdonald and myself that the American 


banks insisted—as Mr. Henderson said 
they had a right to do—that we_must first 
give assurances that the Budget would be 
balanced. At no time did they ever insist, 
or suggest, that there should be a “ cut "’ 
in the unemploved pay. Neither did the 
Bank of England. What they did say 
was: “ You must balance the Budget if 
vou want to restore foreign confidence. It 
is for the "Government to decide what 
economies they will make, and what new 
taxation they will impose to do that.” 


UNEMPLOYMENT “ CUT.” 


2—Nothing could be more grossly inaccu- 
rate than to say that the Labour Cabinet 
was opposed to a “ cut ” in unemployment 
pay. Mr. Graham was a member: of 
the Cabinet Economy Committee which 
unanimously recommended forty-three 
and a half millions of savings to 
the Exchequer on unemployment. 
This was made up as follows :—Aboli- 
tion of anomalies, £3,000.00C: reduction 
in benefit period to 26 weeks, £8,000,000; 
increase in contributions from workers 
and employers, £10,000.000: two and a 
half millions bv a special deduction from 
the benefit paid to all unemployed per- 
sous, and reduction: of the Exchequer 
contribution to transitional benefit— 
£20.000,000. 

The Cabinet did not accept all these 
recommendations made by Mr. Graham 
and his four colleagues on the Economy 
Committee, but, later on, at Mr. Hender- 
son’s strong request, added a special and 
additional contribution of 2d. a week to 
the contributions of the workers. This 
extra contribution from the workers was 
afterwards rejected by the National 
Government. 


LABOUR SCALES REDUCED. 


The Labour Cabinet unanimously agreed 
to recommend to Parliament economies 
amounting to £56.000.000, which included 
£22.000.000 on nnemployment, le per cent. 
reduction in teachers’ silaries, 125 per 
cent. in police pay, up to 25 per cent. off 
the pay of the men in the fighting ser.

Wages,

When it came to the final decision 
about a ten per cent. “cut” in unem- 
ployed pay, the Prime Minister and I 
were authorised by the Cabinet to enquire 
of the Bank of England whether a pro- 
gamme of economies totalling £76,000.000.

On re- 
ceiving an affirmative reply, more than 
half the members of the late Labour 
Cabinet were in favour of including the

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for External 
Affairs, moved a resolution approving the 
Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between 
Saorstet Eireann and the French Republic 
which was signed at Dublin on the 23rd of 
June, 1931. 

Mr. LEMASS inquired if the Free State 
was hound by various international agree 
ments made between the United Kingdom 
and other countries before 192].

Mr. McGILLIGAN, whose reply was 
inaudible in the Press Gallery, was under- 
stcod to say that it was a matter for either 
country to prevent the importation of cattle 
if there was any danger of infection. He 
knew of no restrictions on the export of 
Irish cattle to France. The fishing industry 
did not come inte the Treaty. ‘To consider 
the whole mass of treaties established under 


the British régime would be a tall order. The 


treaties could he reviewed at any time when 
the occasion arose. 
The motion was agreed to. 


TARIFF ON HARNESS LEATHER. 

On the report stage of the resolution which 
imposes a tariff of 20 per cent. on harness 
leather and manufactured harness, 

Mr. LEMASS expressed dissatisfaction at 
the very limited nature of the tariff. It 
seemed to be the view of the Tariff Com- 
mission and the Government that if Free 
State tanneries could not produce all the 
varieties of leather in the world’s markets 
at prices equal to, or less than those markets, 
then the protection necessary for the preser- 
vation of the tamning industry here should 
not be given. The applicants agreed to the 
ex ion from the scope of the tariff all sole 
and insole leather required by the opposing 
boot factories, and to confine their efforts to 
securing the market for leather in the hand- 
made boot manufactory and the boot repair- 
ing trade. Even the reduced application was 
rejected. 

Mr. GOULDING (F.F., Waterford) said 
that there was second-hand English Army 
harness coming into the country at prices 
against which the local harness makers could 
not compete. 


FARMERS AND THE PROPOSAL. 

-_Mr. MATTHEWS (C. na nG., Meath) pro- 
tested against the tariff on harness leather. 
He contended that as a result of the tariff 
the price of leather. would be increased by 
more than twenty per cent. More leather 
wag used in the agricultura) industry to-day 
than in any other industry. He thought 
that until the workers in the sheltered in- 
dustries and the manufacturers came to some 
agreément that they would produce manu- 
factured goods for use by the farming com- 
munity es cheaply as they were produced by 
Eng'tish manufacturers, the agricultural in- 
dustry of the Free State should not be called 
upon to subsidise these industries. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that there was not likely to be an increase 
in the price of leather as a result of the 
tariff. There was no doubt that the boot- 
manufacturing industry in the Saorstat had 
a long way to go before it captured that 
portion of the market. which it ought to be 
able to capture. It would be, therefore, 
undesirable to interfere with the boot-making 
industry and its great potentialities for the 
purpose of getting a small immediate increase 
in the tanning industry. i 

lí there was something special going to be 
done íor sole and insole leather, he thought 
jt could only be done after the lapse of some 
years, when the boot industry had very much 
strengthened its position.

THE APPRENTICESHIP 
BILL. 


AMENDMENTS REJECTED 
ON FREE VOTE. 

On the Report stage of the Apprenticeship 
Bill, 1930, the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce moved the insertion of two amend- 
ments dealing with premiums. Under the first 
amendment the Apprenticeship Committee 
would be empowered to make rules in rele- 
tion to the fee, premium or other condition 
which might be taken in respect of appren- 
tices, The second amendment, he said, carried 
that further, and laid down that it should 
not be lawful for anv person to take fee, 
premium or other condition unless rules made 
by the Apprenticeship Committee were in 
force. If, there was no rule made there could 
be no premium. He thought they should take 
the amendments tocether. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F.) objected to the amend- 
ments, which, he thought, faulty. It was not 
made mandatory on the Committee ta make 
rules. What would be the position in trades 
where big fees were at present being paid? 

The MINISTER said that the deputy had 
lost sight of the fact that the bill was founded 
on a voluntary cystem. There would have to 
be accommodation between employers and 
employés before a trade was designated. If 
agreement was reached they would have to 
frame rules. 

Mr. O'CONNELL (Labour) said that there 
was a general feeling that preminms of all 
kinds should be done away with, and it 
seemed to him that the Minister's proposals 
would have that effect. 

Mr. MOORE asked did Deputy O'Connell 
contemplate that employers who were getting 
£50 or £100 in fees would give up those fees 
without a struggle. Then again, the employés 
themselves in some trades would be slow to 
have the premiums got rid of lest the trade 
weuld be swamped. 

The MINISTER said that ¢mployers re- 
ceiving fees need not give them ap. They 
could retain them, -but by. holding out they 
would not have their trade designated. 

Mr. GOOD (Ind.) asked if the Apprentice- 
ship Committee had power to put forward 
proposals dealing with premiums, and to make 
recommendations to the Minister. 

The MINISTER said that was so.

MINES AND MINERALS.

LARGE POWERS FOR 
MINISTRY. 

Mr. MoGILLIGAN, moving the second read- 
ing of the Mines and Minerals Bill, explained 
that ié was necessitated by Article 11 of the 
Constitution, which set out that all mines and 
minerals were vested in the State, and held 
for public use and benefit, and should be 
controlled and administered by the Oireachtas 
in accordasce with such reaplations and pro- 
visions as should from time to time be pro- 
vided by legislation. Part 5 of the bill dealt 
with land on which there might be mines or 
minerals which came inte the possession of the 
State throngh the Land Commission, and the 
subsequent section took from the Land Com- 
mission the power of disposing oí such. mines 
and minerals, and put it into the hands of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce.. Section 
12 gave his department power to enter upon 
any lands for the purpose of experimenting, 
imeluding borings, and Section 13 made pro- 
vision for the payment by the Minister to the 
oecupier of compensation on tertns which were 
set out. 

There were other sections of the Act, in 
Parts 4, 5 and 6, which would deal with 
mines and minerals which are in the posses- 
sion of the State. It had been represented 
that there was valuable mineral wealth lying 
under land held in im possession. They 
were trying to deal with that in Sections 
4,.5 and 6 Sections 17 and 18 were the 
important sections in the matter. Section 17, 
in a series of sub-sections, set out that grants 
variously described as mining rights might 
be made in relation to those minerals. The 
first three sub-sections described the rights 
granted in various ways, and the description 


been g:anted. 


INVASION OF PRIVATE PROPERTY 

Sub-section 4 was the biggest invasion of 
private property. It set out out that where, 
in the opinion of the Minister, minerals were 
not being worked efficiently, and no adequate 
reason was shown, the Minister might, sub- 
ject to this part of the Act, grant any person 
who so desired, either to himself or other 
lessees, the right to work such mines or un- 
worked minerals, Section 18 was a necessary 
complement to Section 1/, and it referred to 
ancillary rights, and gave power for the 
granting of these ancillary rights where it 
was required that the minerals might be 
property and conveniently worked. 

Section 34 provided for thé compulsory 
granting of leases, and for compensation to 
the owner. Under it they enforced upon the 
ownér the necessity of granting the rights 
prescribed under Sections 17 at 18. 

Section 22 contained one over-riding clause, 
that where it was in the public interest that 
such rights should be granted they might be 
granted on such terms and conditions and for 
such a period as the Minister thought fit. 


THE MINING BOARD, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN went on to say that the 
Mining Board was described in Part 2, 
and it embraced several functions in relation 
to State mines and minerals, and the grant- 
ing of rights in connection with mines and 
minerals that did not belong to the State. 
In connection with State mines end minerals 
the Board acted purely in an advisory capa- 
city. It was for the Minister to refer to the 
Beard any applications that were made, and 
the Minister must take into consideration 
the report from the rd and any other 
considerations ; but the Board had no judicial 
function. The Board had a judicial capacity 
with respect to assessing compensation. In 
relation to the granting and the leasing of 
State mines and minerals the Board not 
the final oy. 

The MINISTER, continuing, said that the 
bill would not clear up some of the difficul- 
ties which had hitherto been experienced 
under. Article XI., but it would give some 
way of determining what was right and what 
was wrong.

NON-PARTY MEASURE 


REJECTED. 
Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) moved the 
ond reading of the Slaughter of Animals 
J, 1931, which, he said, was a non-party 
measure, and explained that it was intended 
to see that cattle and sheep should be killed 
by a mechanical instrument so as to ensure 
instantaneous death. No one could use the 
instrument who was under eighteen years of 
age, and a small licence fee was payable 
yearly by anyone using it. For cattle the 
hill would come into operation in 1932, and 
for sheep im 19335. That would give ample 
time to make arrangements to bring the 

humane killer into general use. 
Many firms in Ireland, he said, used the 


Hs had the names of 150 butchers, includ 
pork butchers, who reported that they h 
by the use of the humane killer saved much 
suffering to animals, and that without any 
extra sxpense to themselves. 

Mr. George WOLFE (C. na nG., Kildare), 
supportang the bill, said that the Free State 
was far behind the other European nations 
in regard to the humane killing of cattle. 


A FAILURE AT ROSCREA., 

Mr. James DWYER (C. na nG., Leix- 
Offaly) said that they had tried the humane 
killer in Roscrea factory, and it had proved 
a failure. “He would oppose the bill in every 
possible way. 

Mr. GOREY (C. na nG., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that there was little difference between 
the humane killed and the pole-axe, because 
in each caso the animal was completely 
stunned. He opposed the bill. 

Mr. H. LAW (C. na nG., Donegal), Sir 
JAMES CRAIG (Ind., Dublin University) 
and Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) spoke 
in support of the bill. 


MINISTER’S VIEWS. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister. for Agriculture, 
said that the real object of the bill was to 
‘axtongs pain to animals when they were 
eing slaughtered. From his own observa- 
tion, he said, the real pain to animals about 
to be slaughtered was caused by the fright 
that they underwent at the sight and the 
smell of blood in the slaughter-houses. If 
used unskilfully, the humane kiHer could be 
more painful than even a pole-axe. 

He thought that the bill could not be 
operated in the way that the Deputies who 
brought it forward wished it to be operated. 
It would only cause a certain amount of ex- 
pense and make-belief. It was’ because the 
Government had that in mind that they did 
not insert the provision to use the humane 
killer in the bill dealing with the exporta- 
tion of cattle. There was no universal 
compulsion to use the humane ‘killer in 
England. That was a tribute to the good 
sense of those responsible, because com- 
pulsion would only defeat its own ends. He 
believed that the Civic Guards and the 
veterinary inspectors had already got all the 
powers required to see that animals were 
slaughtered in a hygenic manner. He 
opposed the bill because he thought that it 
would defeat its own ends, and, therefore, it 
would be a useless bill. 


RESULT OF THE DIVISION. 
Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork W.) said that he 
did not believe in the bill, and would, there- 
fore, oppose it. He thought that it was only 
fitting that, after spending last week in con- 
sidering the slaughter of human beings, 


with the slanghter of animals. (Laughter. 
Mr. FAHY said that it was necessary to 
educate public opinion in the matter, and that 

education should be fostered by legislation. 
On a division the second stage was defeated 
by 57 votes to 47, and the bill was rejected.

He considered that the whole affair had 
been magnified beyond reason in g 
deemed an actual er to the peace ol 
the world. 

A Peking message says that the frontier 
bank of the three eastern provinces (Man- 
churia) and the Bank of Mukden have re- 

ned for business under severe restric- 
tions imposed by the Japanese military 
authorities, including Japanese super- 
visers, as well as special investigators. 


MORE FIGHTING. 


Fighting has again broken out, however, 
and Japanese garrison troops are feitsg 
under. difficulties with two thousan 
Chinese soldiers near Tiehling, on the. 
South Manchuria Railway, fifty miles 
north of Mukden, according to a despatch 
received in Tokyo from the Manchurian 
capital. 

Reinforcements are being rushed from 
Mukden. A train from Changchun has been 
brought to astand-still by the engage- 
ment. The fact that the Chinese involved 
are referred to as “ defeated ” soldiers 
presumably means that they are dis- 
organised remnants of the Manchurian 
forces earlier turned out of their positions 
by the Japanese advance.

LABOURERS’ NEEDS. 


Mr. T. Corcoran, Chairman, South Cork 
Board of Health, said the need for 
labourers’ cottages was evident in his 
district. He knew of men stating that they 
had been engaged for two years, but could 
not get married, as they had no houses to go 
to. He did not agree with a purchase 
scheme, as he thought the cure would be as 
bad as the disease; for, in a few years, they 
would have people like teachers, : 
shopkeepers, and shop assistants purchasing 

cottages.. He hoped that in fniure 
housing legislation the Government would not
